etary sy stem of this country —a change 
so radical th a t th<* great nations of 
Europe are looking at, us in amazement 
and predicting in no uncertain lang­ 
uage tho dire results sure to follow 
th at Mr, Bry an would not carry a sin­ 
gle State in the Union! 
Furthermore. \ believe th a t there is 
scarcely an honest voter in this grand 
nation of oursjwho would not vote for 
sound money , if ho knew th a t the pres­ 
ent monetary sy stem was to be kept in 
use by the two sound money parties, 
and that repudiation of national and j d 
personal credit would surely result, in 
th<‘ event of Mr. Bry an’s election.

Again for the benefit of those who 
may hold erroneous views as to what 
the sound money advocates uphold, 
permit me to read the money plank of 
the Republican platform, which is es­ 
sentially the -arrie as th a t held by the 
Sound Money Democrats.

“ All our silver and paper currency 
must be maintained at parity with 
gold, and we favor all measures de­ 
signed to maintain inviolable the obli­ 
gations of tho United States, and all 
our money whether coin or pape”, at 
the present standard, the standard of 
the most enlightened nations of the 
e a r th . ” 
T h a t is a plank upon 
which all 
patriotic citizens who believe in na­ 
tional honor can stand. 
All other is­ 
sues should be held subordinate in 
comparison; without national credit, 
and with a debased currency our be­ 
loved Republic will have taken a long 
step backward. 
Thus y ou see, 
fellow citizens, the 
advocates of the gold standarn—the 
“Gold B ug” as we are contempteously 
dubbed 
pledge ourselves to maintain 
tht* present sy stem of money : if elected 
to use gold, silver and greenbacks just 
as wo have been doing since 1879 . 
Now please understand this fact. 
Un* 
r the present sy stem, instead of the 
unlimited coinage of silver, th e amount 
coined is limited to the needs of the 
government. 
W hen the government 
needs more 'silver money , tho proper 
official goes into the open m ark e t and 
buy s silver bullion, takes it to the 
mint. 
it is coined silver money and is 
I owned by tho government. 
T he profit 
on th e silver bullion bought and coin- 
l od by the government in August 
was 
$180,000. 
T h a t profit helped pay mint­ 
ing expenses y ou see. 
Uncle Sam now 
I pay s $9 .9 4 for 16 ounces of silver. 
But 
this, 
when 
coined, 
makes 
$18.60. 
Under free coinage, the profit, of 
60, 
! would go immediately to the bullion 
owner instead of the government as 
is now the ease. 
Under the present arrange m e nt the 
government L able to redeem in gold 
every silver dollar issued, or paper 
j dollar. 
If y ou doubt this go to any 
bank with any kind of United States 
money and .•*eo how readily it will ex­ 
change with y ou, giving y ou gold if 
i y ou prefer. 
Thun the next time a free 
sliver orator 
comes along and tells 
y ou th a t a gold dollar is a 200 cent 
dollar tell him plainly th a t y ou know 
better. 
Money is of two kinds. 
Ileal money 
I and representative money . 
The real 
money has intrinsic value equal to its 
face. 
Representative money is 
a 
! promise of the government to redeem 
in real money . 
The gold dollar is real 
i money because it is worth 100 cents 
whether coined or melted. 
The paper 
dollar is representative because it is 
simply a promise to redeem and has no 
■ intrinsic value in itself. 
Its value is 
not in the stamp but in the fact th a t 
the government backs it with a real 
dollar. 
The present silver dollar is 
partly real and partly representative, 
it has 52 cents of real value and 48 
cents worth of 
government credit. 
T h a t credit will remain respected by 
every nation on the globe if y ou do 
y our duty at tho polls, November 3rd. 
Now suppose we have 
unlimited 
coinage, ratio 16 to 1, what would h a p­ 
pen?

“ O, but” Mr. Free Silver say s 
“the government don’t have to redeem 
them .” Then why in the name of com­ 
mon sense do y ou compel her to put 
“United States of America, One Dol­ 
lar’’ on them? 
You see it is a cheat 
and a fraud tho minute the govern 
uiont stamp is put on a free silver dol­ 
lar! 
It is the coin of the bullion own- 
*r and his name should go on it. Then 
if y ou want to take a 16 to 1 coin with 
his name stamped on it you know 
what y ou arc getting, and do you think 
th at Mr. Bry an or any silverite has 
gone quite so far insane that he could 
not see that it was worth only its bul­ 
lion value? 
Is not th a t the true way 
to look at it? 
My friends there was 
some excuse for a man who sailed un­ 
der “ Tariff for Revenue Only ," but ab­ 
solutely none lor riding on a free silver 
repudiation platform if he understands 
it. 
I assert that the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1, when the 
true market ratio is 32 to 1, is the 


ranke.-t of clasi legislation, for which 
the Bry anites profess such profound 
hatred.

a gre at number of inexhaustible mines 
by wealthy speculators, the m arket 
value as compared with gold has fallen 
to 32 to 1, and silver fluctuates accord­ 
ing to tho same laws t h a t govern the 
m ark e t values of wheat, corn, oats, 
coal or iron. 
In 189 5 the United States 
produced 60 millions of dollars worth 
of silver, the rest of the world 300 mil­ 
lions more. 
The coining capacity of 
our mints is 40 millions of dollars a 
y ear. 
It would take nine y ears to coin 
this amount. 
Some one asks “ W hy 
do y ou grant free and unlimited coin­ 
age of gold?” 
Simply because the 
commercial transactions of the worid 
require a fixed money medium and the 
different nation-, have all agreed to ac­ 
cept 23.22 grains of gold as a dollar. 
Any time all the nations agree to a c ­ 
cept 412 grains of silver as a dollar or 
one pound of iron as a dollar we can 
add them to our circulating medium 
with perfect safety . 
It is possible th at within a few y ears 
gold will become so plenty th a t our 
congress will have to pass a law limit­ 
ing its coinage, simply buy ing the bul­ 
lion at m arke t value and coining it as 
needed. 
In 189 0 a law was passed providing 
for tho purchase of 54 million ounces 
of silver annually . 
Silver rose at once 
and then fell lower than ever in th e 
m arket. 
T he production 
increased 
from 123 million ounces in 189 0 to 165 
million ounces in 189 3. 
W ith unlim­ 
ited coinage the output would far e x­ 
ceed the capacity of our mints. 
Build 
more mints? 
Well, how many ? 
How 
long keep up t ho chase? 
Until, as in 
Solomon's time, silver all over this 
country 
would be so plenty as “ to be 
nothing accounted of—like the stones 
in the streets.” 
Horses are very cheap now 
trie cars, bicy cles, etc. 
A re our farm­ 
ers keeping right on raising colts to 
eat th eir heads off? 
Not by any means! 
It is not profitable. 
But th e world’s output of silver is 
steadily 
increasing and this shows 
plainly th a t even at the present price 
th ere is profit in the mining of it. 
Sil­ 
ver is now worth in the m a rk e t about 
65c an ounce. 
If, as Mr. Bry an so c on­ 
fidently asserts, it will rise—in the 
event of free coinage—to $1.29 
an 
ounce, then there is a handsome pres­ 
ent of 64c on every ounce to th e mine 
owners—a clear gain of 38 million dol­ 
lars y early , estimated on the present 
production. 
Tho mine owners are a 
gigantic trust of themselves. 
T heir 
combined wealth in this country is 547 
million dollars! 
Do they need a pres­ 
ent of 38 million dollars y early from 
th e government? 
Would th a t be h elp­ 
ing th e poor man at the expense of tht* 
money -making kings? 
T h a t the free coinage of silver would 
m ake any permanent increase in its 
value does not seem plausible. 
It is 
subject to the gre a t law of supply and 
demand as well as other products. 
It won’t do any h urt to know who a 
few- of theso mine owners are th a t are 
so poverty -stricken t h a t th**y boldly 
beg the general public to make their 
product an act of special legislation!

Can y ou realize now th a t some 
one is try ing to impose on y ou? 
T h a t 
some one is the silver mine owner, 
whose product is to be doubled in val­ 
ue, or the politician who is try ing to 
ride into office on the most insane issue 
ever presented to the American peo­ 
ple! 
If not, let us try another point. Here 
is a silver dollar with absolutely no 
one to own it. 
T he government denies 
it. 
Every gold standard nation in the 
world refuses to accept it. 
You take 
it to the bank to deposit it. 
It is a c ­ 
cepted, if y ou arc an old customer, sim ­ 
ply to accommodate 
y ou, but ey our 
name will go into a black book and 
y our dollar into a corner 
with others

Eligibility.— A person to be entitled to 
vote in the state of Illinois m ust be 
a citizen <*f the United States, either 
native born or naturalized, m ust be 
above the age of 21 years, a resident 
I of the stai» .* on» * year, th** county ninety 
days and the voting precinct thirty 
days re-xt 
preceding the election at 
which the vote is offere» !. 
If a person 
fills this requirement he is eligible to 
registry, even though he may not be 
, 21 on the day of registry or may not 
have filled the residence requirements 
on that day. 
Women May Votq.—All women who 
fill the above requirements as to citi­ 
zenship, age and residence are a t the 
coming election entitled to vote for 
trustees f« >r the University of Illinois, 
on the grounds of being entitled to 
vote for school offcers. 
Registering.—A board of registry con­ 
stituted by law shall meet in their re ­ 
spective towns, cities, wards, districts 
or precincts on Tuesday three weeks 
preceding 
any state election, m aking 
the day of registry this year Tuesday, 
Oct. 13. 
The hoard meets a t 9 o'clock and 
will remain in session long enough 
t<> complete its work. 
At this meeting 
they shall enter on the registry in a l­ 
phabetical order the nam es of all in 
their voting precinct known to them to 
he legal voters, and to aid them shall 
have access to the poll kept at the pre­ 
vious election. 
Three copies of this 
register will he made, one hung up 
conspicuously 
for inspection the other 
two deposited with the town or city 
clerk. 
Correction of Register.—On the T ue s­ 
day previous to the day of election the 
board of registry will meet for correct­ 
ing of the registry.

at 8 o’clock on this day and in cities
